The general solicitations phase of the 1963

According to Thomas G. Ayers, District 
Campaigns Chairman, each zone chairman is 
currently recruiting his zone to strength, 
which will lead to 155 people on March 16, 
This includes 125 salesmen, 25 team cap- 
tains and five division chairmen, in addi- 
tion to the zone chairman.

All 200 breakfasts will begin at 7:30 a.m. 
A special 30-minute television show will be 
beamed from WGN-TV, Channel 9, at 8:00 
a.m., giving campaigners final instructions. 
Each breakfast kickoff location will have 
several TV sets so this important program 
can be shared with all One-Day salesmen, 

“Give a Day to Scouting” is all that’s 
being asked of One-Day Campaign salesmen. 
The campaign is scheduled to conclude at 
10:30 p.m. Each team of five salesmen will 
be given not more than 25 prospect cards, 
and asked to sell memberships in the Chi- 
cago Area Boy Scout Council. Prices of 
memberships are listed below. 

Memberships Featured 

The One-Day salesmen will be asking 
prospects to purchase a membership that 
fully represents their ability to give, and 
their interest in the youth of our area. Each 
salesman will be asked to bring in $60.00, 
the equivalent of five memberships. Attrac- 
tive plaques will be given to salesmen who 
reach their goal. 

One of the important concepts of the 
1963 campaign makes it possible for sales- 
men to work in pairs, with each salesman 
assigned five prospects. The two salesmen 
will call on ten people, and thus bolster 
each other in making their sales.
